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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Another year has rolled around, bringing the time present to ° 
which I am called upon to submit a report of the schools for the 
past year, relating to the appropriation of school money raised, 
' the studies pursued in the schcols, the method of instruction and 

discipline adopted, the condition of schoolhouses, and any other 
subjects relating to Schools, to the Town, also to the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Education. There has been no 
changes during the past year, in regard to the bad condition of 
our old school-houses; except one has been burned. Our pub- 
lic schools during the past year have all been under female in- 
struction except the winter term of the! graded in Dist. No. 8. 
There has been in most of the schools during the past year, a 
marked and commendable progress, particularly in the first prin- 
ciples of the English language, not only in giving the correct 
sounds of the vowels in the spelling of words, but by rightly di- 
viding the sylables in a word, giving each sylable the letters 
that properly belong to it, with its accent; also the improvement 
in reading has been greater than any other branch studied, 
by a distinct articulation of sylables and words, making 
proper use of accent, emphasis, cadence, msing and falling 
inflection of the voice ; also paying proper attention to the 
punctuation marks, in resting, and giving them that inflection 
‘and cadence that belong to them. The order and discipline in

most of our schools has been good; yet, I cannot say it has 
been satisfactorily so, in all schools. Let us be thankful for 
the good results that have beefi witnessed during the past year ; 
and let it be the purpose of every parent, and every good citizen, 
to sustain our schools with renewed vigor for the work of com- 
ing years; that the inheritance of our public schools may be 
transmitted with all their’endowments to future generations, by 
being guarded by that incessant vigilance by which the patriot 
attests his love of liberty, . 

Irregularity of attendance has a sure tendency to destroy the 
interest ofthe scholar in his school; also coming in school late 
has the same tendency, and when this is continued so as to be- 
come habitual, the value of the school is almost entirely lost to 
the pupil. Scholars should be instructed by their parents and 
those who have the charge of them, that the teacher, while in 
in charge of the school, stands in law, in the place of the parent 
with the same rights of government, and that they must obey 
the teachert and that cheerfully, as they would their parents 
The number of small’ schools, bad school-houses, call for our 
serious consideration ; indeed, one cannot pass one of these old 
houses without feelings of commisseration, and were they to en- 
ter and see the inside, I don’t know what would be the effect. 

The advance of our teachers has been commensurate with our 
schools; in many instances I can discover the effects of the 
Normal instruction given here last winter. The normal manner 
of instructing tends to call out the ability of the pupil, and give 
direction to the mind. At the examination of schdols I have been 
forcibly struck with the inability of the scholar to apply the 
knowledge already gained. A scholar may pursue arithmetic 
and devote any amount of time and be quite advanced, and yet 
its principles are too rarely mastered; as also in grammar, he 
may have studied it for several terms, and yet have not seen any 
truth, therein taught that direct how to read, write and speak 
the English language correctly. To be a successful student, one 
ought to try to master every branch he studies; and.as he ad- 
vances still further in the sciences, his curiosity deepens into 
love of research and investigation. There has not been any 
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change of text Books during the past year, and yet I discover in 
most of the schools classes are multiplied, by se ‘holars bringing 
books from other districts and towns, so that the teacher is 
obliged to make a class for one scholar, which is all wrong. -

This is.a Union school of 
New Boston and Amherst. Length ofschool 16 weeks divided 
by a vacation in terms of 8 weeks each. No scholars very much 
advanced, yet so far as they had been they showed a training of 
the right kind, their answers to their rules and questions in geog- 
raphy were promptly and distinctly given; as also their readings 
were given in a very distinct and clear manner. .
